Staff inv estigators of the House Ap­ 
propriations committee hav e laid it on 
the line that the armed serv ices are 
getting away from military austerity and 
wasting money b uilding fancy houses, 
officer s quarters, swimming pools, golf 
links, and other items. 
The armed serv ices are b eset with a 
b ig prob lem of training technicians at 
taxpayers expense, only to lose them 
later to priv ate industry, Better liv ing 
conditions to attract and keep career men 
is one reason for this so-called "waste­ 
ful* expenditure if the serv ices are to b e 
kept up to standard, according to reb ut­ 
tal b v military men. 
What the outcome will b e none can 
predict b ut the taxpayer is hopeful some 
compromise may b e affected in t h e pres­ 
ent squeeze he finds himself in econ­ 
omically'. Ev eryb ody talks ab out taxes, 
mostly the direct or v isib le ones such ax 
tnose on income and property. That’s 
na<ural enough, tor we can actually 
s e e 
and feel the inroads those taxes make. 
They come out of pocket or are withheld 
from pay checks, or are a specified part 
01 mortgage installments. 
But tile tax prob lems ami the tax b ur« 
< 
i o not b egin with direct taxes Hid­ 
den or indirect taxes, which enter into 
the cost of ev erything, including sup­ 
port of our military estab lishments, are 
a huge item of expense to the American 
people. At many income lev els they are 
a much larger item than direct taxes. 
Whatev er relief comes out of the appro­ 
priations’ committee inv estigation will 
b e a rev elation if it b rings tax relief, 
direct or indirect. 
Bern Price, an Associated Press News- 
feat u res writer, has come up with an in­ 
teresting account of what is inv olv ed. 
As examples, he takes a cheap commod­ 
ity and an expensiv e one—a loaf of 
b read and an automob ile. Actually, he 
says, "Nob ody has ev er managed to 
count the taxes included in the final 
price of either.’’ It s an impossib le job ’’ 


. . . for in the case of b read alone you 
would hav e to trace b ack to the taxes on 
tne machines that made the machines 
that made the machines that planted and 
harv ested 
the 
tax supported 
wheat, 
grown on tax-paid land b y an ineoms 
tax-paying farmer.” 
The same prob lem arises in the case 
of the car. Howev er, there are certain 
taxes that can b e accurately totaled up. 
Mr. Price takes a car carrying a Mich­ 
igan price of $2.000. The figurab le tax 
is $559 83, of which $488 81 
is hidden 
so far as the purchaser is concerned. 
Included are estimated taxes on ma­ 
terials and parts, estimated income and 
other taxes paid b y the manufacturer, 
similar taxes paid b y the dealer, and so 
on. 
If the car is b ought at a distant 
point instead of Michigan, the hidden 
transportation tax adds further to the 
cost. 


Going b ack to b read. Mr. Price quotes 
the Tax Foundation as counting 151 
identifiab le taxes which are passed along 
to the consumer. An authoritativ e esti­ 
mate holds that taxes take ab out $1 for 
ev ery $5 spent on food. Searchers hav e 
run down 118 taxes on a man’s suit. 600 
on a house and 150 on a woman’s hat. 
Dickson J Preston of the Scripps-How- 
ard staff also has produced an inter­ 
esting piece on hidden taxes. He says 
that ab out 20 per cent of all you spend 
is ab sorb ed hv taxes, and in the case of 
many items the proportion is much high­ 
er -nearly nine-tenths of the price of 
a b ottle of whisky, for instance. 
And 
he quotes another lax Foundation re­ 
port. concerning a man earning $4.500 
a year. This man pays a total federal, 
state and local tax b ill of $1.393. 
The 
v isib le part of that is only $387. 
The 
inv isib le part is $1,006 
The moral is found in Rem Price’s last 
paragraph: " The man who wrote that 
song ab out the b est things in life b eing 
free had b etter hav e another look. He 
might change his tune.”

Mo st Imp o rta nt Step la 
Asthma Is Find ing Ca use 


By Edwin P. Jord an , M. D. 


A sthm a is usually 
i n c l u d e d 
among the allergic diseases. C er­ 
tainly the most im portant cause 
of asthm a is sensitiv ity to inhaled 
dust, including pollens, molds, ani­ 
mal danders and household dust, 
with foods and drugs som etim es 
responsib le. 


The principal feature of a sthm a 
is shortness of b reath with a wheez­ 
ing type of b reathing. F requently 
asthm a com es in attack* with free­ 
dom from difficulty in 
b etween. 
Som etim es it is continuous. It is 
alw ays uncom fortab le for the v ic­ 
tim and distressing for others to 
watch an attack. 


Ev en when asthm a results from 
long-time hay fev er or som e other 
exposure 
to 
foreigr 
sub stances 
m uch can usually b e done. The 
first and most im portant step is 
to identify the cause. This can fre­ 
quently b e done b y studying the 
history of the attacks of asthm a. 
F or exam ple, a youngster who 
gets attack s as soon as he start* 
playing with a dog is in all prob ­ 
ab ility sensitiv e to the dog dander. 
Other m ethods of identifying the 
cause include skin tests » not al­ 
ways com pletely reliab le) and trial 
and e rror exposures of the a sth­ 
m atic indiv idual to suspected sub ­ 
stances. 
T re a tm e n t includes those m e th­ 
ods which a re used for the indi­ 
v idual a ttack and those which are 
used to try to prev ent or lessen 
future b outs of asthm a. The tre a t­ 
m ent of an acute phase of a sthm a 
certainly requires professional an 


v ice. The b asic tre atm en t of the 


disorder depends on the cause: If 
the v ictim can b e rem ov ed from 
the cause or the cause from the 
v ictim , 
m uch 
im prov em ent 
will 
result. 


O ccasionally someone with asth­ 
m a can b e desensitized b y b eing 
giv en sm all and increasing qu an ­ 
tities of the offending sub stance. 
Also, since asthm a is often com ­ 
plicated b y infections, 
an 
effort 
should b e m ad e to attack any in­ 
fection present. F requently the gen 
eral health influences the sev erity 
of asthm a so that 
ev ery 
effort 
should b e m ad e to b uild up the 
general condition. 


T here are, of course, m an y m ed ­ 
ical m easu re s used in asthm a, in­ 
cluding v arious types of injections, 
the use of iodides and m ore re ­
